R Christian Herter’s 

7 sharp critleaxm of South 
Korea's “repressive os mea- 
aures” to put down student 
demonstrations will win loud 
cheers throughout Asta, For 
years, a regime masque- 
rading under the guiso of 
democracy has tectured Its 
despotic neighbours on the 
menning of freedom, ignor- 
ing the travesty within its 
own borders. . Now [8 the 
time for President Syngman 
Rhee to begin the long 


overdue business ‘of putting 


-his own house’ in order. 


The American State Depart: | 


ment made this amply clear 
when it publicly supported 
the statement by its am- 
bussador In Seoul, Mr Wulter 
McConnaughy. This spoke 
of the “justifiable — grie- 
vances” of the riotors 
which included irregulurd- 
thes during the March 
presidential —clections.. In 
fact the ambassador's sigte- 
ment prejudges the inquiry 
which the South Korean 
authorities have been forced 
to initinte and this puts 
President. Rhee in’ an em- 
barrassing and = diMcult 
position, 

F tho South Korean Supremo 
Court, which hos been 
given’ the rosponaibility of 
conducting the inquiry, finds 
that no rigging has oc- 
curred, this might aggravate 
tension and evoke more 
violent mcasures against the 
regime. The. dissidents, 
moreover, are now nssured 
of American support, And 
what observers will be only 
too ready to read between 
the lines of the State De- 
partment statement is an 
implied threat that unless 
President Rhee does do some 
thing there will be an 
“agonising reappraisal" of 
Ameriean ald to his country, 

To what extent this will con- 
vince the aging head of 
state, now in his fourth 
term of office, it is hard to 
tell. It would be tempting 
to believe that the loss of 
almost 160 lives would be 
enough to force his hand. 
Rightly he should resign 
immediately, institute free 
elections and leave the coun- 
try’s government to younger 
and more democratic- 
minded men, 

But the wily, old octogenarian 
fa unlikely to give up so 
easily. He displayed plenty 
of fight as recently as last 
month in the clections, And 
he realises that only de 
fenco support and economic 
nid in significant quantities 
will keep the northern wolf 
from the South Korean door, 
He realises also that 
America is a3 determined as 
he is that South Korea 
shoul! remain outside. the 
Communist orbit. American 
action could therefore only 
make his position uncom- 
fortable, but not untennblo. 

OWEVER if America. is: 
going to continue to 
provide economic props, for 
Koren it should inslat on 
making life for Rheo’s 
political opponents — less 
hazardota by instituting 
‘more political freedom ° in 
tho land, Since the Inst Pre- 
sidential election, the Pro- 
groasive Party, which urged 
peaceful means of rouniting 
South and North Korea, has 
been - outlawed, and — its 
leador executed. And during 
tho recent election campaign 
two Democrat campaigners 
met violont deaths and 
others were impoded. . These 
are but a few samples of the 
contempt with which Rhoo’s 
cf Liberals ‘treat 
opposition.
